| Secret Session of Committee 


to Consider Going Into 
‘Rescue Parties’ in Aid of 
Depositories Which Were 
in Distress.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 138.—Evi- 
dence that the Chase Securities 
Corporation traded, through a sub- 
sidiary, in almost $900,000,000 worth 
of the stock of the Chase National 
Bank from 1928 to 1932 was sub- 
mitted today to Senate investiga- 
tors. 

The figure, including companies 
merged with Chase, was introduced 
by Ferdinand Pecora, Banking Com- 
mittee counsel, to cover the period 
from the time when the bank stock 
was taken from the New York Stock 
Exchange list until Albert H. Wig- 
gin, retired as head of the institu- 
tion. ° 

Earlier, Wiggin testified the 
banks’ affiliate, the Chase Securi- 
ties’ Corporation, dealt in the bank's 
stock, which the bank itself was 
forbidden by law to do. 

After denying the bank had dealt 
in its own stock, Wiggin agreed the 
Chase Securities Corporation, had 
done so through,a subsidiary, the 
Metpotan Corporation. 

Previously Wiggin “told” of in 
creases in capital of the Chase Se- 
curities Corporation from 1920 te 
1929 of more than $70,000,000. 

Capital and Earnings. 

Pecora presented figures that the 
total capital and earnings of Chase 
Securities from its organization in 
1917 to the end of June this year 
were $156,453,000. 

Of this $21,907,500 was paid in div- 
idends and $120,138,075 was set aside 
from reserves “to cover losses and 
mark down the book value of the 
company’s securities.” - 

This left in June $14,407,732 in 
capital and surplus, of which $407,- 
732 was earned surplus. 

The recapitulation was prepared 
by committee agents. It showed 
that of the total capital and earn- 
ings $68,343,785 was paid by the 
public for stock in the company; 
$47,027,567 was the value of stock 
exchanged for the stock of absorbed 
companies, and $41,081,956 was net 
earnings. 

The committee agents said that of 
the $120,138,075, set aside for losses, 
$117,000,000 was provided during 
the last three and one-half years.

We se bers of the local mediation board 
will result in an earlier and more 
satisfactory peace than could be 
obtained by the effort of persons 
not possessing an intimate knowl- 
edge of the local situation,” Cur- 
lee’s letter stated. 

“We believe your assumption of 
jurisdiction will only serve to pro- 
long a phase of lawlessness from 
which many innocent persons have 
already suffered too much. It is 
our hope that you will accept this 
point of view. 

“For these reasons the tender of 
your good offices is respectfully 
F. declined.” 

1 ay Union for Mediation. 

% ' The union announced its readi- 
ness to submit the controversy to 
the St. Louis NRA Mediatitbn Board 
immediately after it was created. 
Employers, however, declined to ap- 
pear before the board. Recently, a 
proposal] for settlement of the strike 
Was approved by employers and 
submitted to strikers through the 
Mediation Board. 

This proposal was set out by 
Curlee in his letter to Senator Wag- 
ner. It was refused at a mass 
meeting of strikers because it did 
not resognize the union as the 
chosen representative of workers 
for collective bargaining under the 
Nationa] Industrial Recovery Act. 

Instead, it proposed that workers 
in each factory vote on whether 
they would deal with employers 
through a company union or the 
Amalgamated Union. It also pro- 
vided only that strikers would be 
returned to work “as rapidily as 
production requirements permit.” 
Workers now employed are not 
members of the union and strikers 
declared the election would be un- 
fair to them. ’ 

As members of an organization 
already designated by them as their 
chosen agency for collective bar- 
gaining, they suggested that the 
| vote be restricted to persons who 
ai were in the employ of the compa- 
i ae nies at the date of the strike, Aug. 
: 25. This amendment was refused. 

Question of Re-employment. 

The employers also stated they 
would not return to work strikers 
who “may be charged with having 
directly committed acts of violence 
or intimidation” unless they were 
not “objectionable to the majority 
of their fellow workers.” The 
union asked that a vote on whether 
such strikers awere objectionable be 
taken under the supervision of the 
mediation board. This was denied, 
also. “ 

“At the present time,” Curlee’s 
letter stated, “there is practically 
normal production. The manufac- 
turers are paying the code scale of 
wages. There is no real issue over 
Wages or working conditions. The 
sole issue is unionism. A large ma- 
jority, of the employes do not de 
sire the Amalgamated Union.”

Thirteen bills were introduced in 
the House today on legislative sub- 
jects embodied in Gov.

Bill No. 1, by Representative Laf- 
ferty of Kansas City, provides re- 
peal of the McCawley “bone-dry” 
bill. The measure is limited to the 
repeal of the act. 

Four sales tax bills were put in 
by Representative McCawley of 
Jasper County and Bennett of Dent 
County.

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AUTO MEN REFUSE 10 ATTEND

Say No NRA Question Is Involved 
in Strike of Tool and Die 
| Makers. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18. — High 
executives in the automobile indus- 
try failed to appear at a hearing 
today before the National Labor 
Board on the tool and die makers’ 
strike, and it was understood they 
had declined to come on grounds 
that no NRA code question was in- 
volved. 

Alden MacAuley, head of the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commercé and the Packard Motor 
Co., had been called, together with 
William S. Knudgen, president of 
the Chevrolet and Pontiac com- 
panies and vice-president of Gen- 
eral Motors. Both were understood 
to have sent their refusals by tele- 
gram. 

Employers contended there was 
no question for arbitration, since 
most of the workers in Flint, Mich., 
had returned to their jobs and all 
Detroit strikers were back at work.

ON IN ARKANSAS JAIL 


Pistol Discharged Into Cell Ends

jail where he is held without bond 
on a charge of killing the church 
janitor, W. J. MacMurdro, last 
week. A burst of pistol fire was 
directed at his cell, but none of the 
slugs struck the minister. 

Two men were reported to have 
left hurriedly after the bullets were 
fired from an areaway behind the 
jail into the barred window of 
Crowley’s cell.  — 

The attack followed a statement 
by Crowley that no dea] had been 
made by lay members of the con- 
gregation to sell the church to one 
of the factions. 

A movement was started last Sun- 
day to settle the dispute which be- 
gan two months ago following «a 
disagreement between Crowley and 
the Rev. Joe Jeffers, evangelist, 
over a doctrinal question. 

In a tersely worded statement last 
night Crowley said “there is no deal 
on with the Jeffers group, as re 
ported. A church is a corporate 
body and the idea of one group 
selling out to another group their 
interest in the property is unheard 
of.” 

The tabernacle was built under 
Jeffers’ leadership following a dis- 
pute two years ago with the Rev. 
Dow H. Heard, pastor of the Jones- 
boro First Baptist Church. During 
the Jeffers-Heard controversy Na- 
tional Guardsmen were called out 
to maintain order. 

Crowley was jailed after the 
shooting of MacMurdro. The min- 
ister went to the tabernacle with a 
court order recognizing him as its 
pastor and he said that he shot in 
self-defense after ordering MacMuzr- 
dro to leave. 

L. H. Kayre, who accompanied 
Crowley to the tabernacle, was 
charged with accessory. to murder. 
He was released in $1500 bail last 
night following a habeas corpus 
hearing.

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SOURCE OF CITY'S 
RELIEF PAYMENTS 


Municipal Revenue, Not 
$4,600,000 Bond Issue, 
Has Supplied Most of 
Funds, He Says. 


Comptroller Louis Nolte has 
called attention to certain state- 


ments in the article on the city’s 
unemployment relief problem in 
last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, which 
he says are inaccurate as to the 
sources of city’s contributiong to 
direct relief. 
The total city appropriations 
were given as $2,413,254, with an 
additional $205,215 having been ad- 
vanced out of a revolving fund. The 
general statement was made that 
the greater part of the appropria- 
tions had come out of the $4,600,- 
000 bond issue, and that there re- 
mained in the bond issue fund §$2,- 
300,000 for the city’s contribution 
in 1934. The Citizens’ Committee 
on Relief and Unemployment is 
making up fts budget with the ex- 
pectation of receiving this $2,300,- 
000, although, as Comptroller Nolte 
points out, the bonds have not yet 
been sold and, of course, the money 
is not yet in hand. 
Comptroller Nolte,states that the 
general revenue fund has supplied 
$1,479,505 of the city funds so far 
appropriated for relief, including 
$125,000 to prevent seasonal unem- 
ployment of city workers, account- 
ing largely for the city deficits in 
1931, 1932 and 1933. 
Statement by Nolte. 

Nolte’s statement follows: 
“In your article on the St. Louis 
relief situation, in discussion of city 
expenditures, some misstatements 
were made as follows: 
“1. The city’s $4,600,000 bond is- 
sue, passed by popular vote, has 
been the main source of its public 
relief funds.’ 
“*2. Since the city began making 
direct appropriations for unemploy- 
ment relief, in the latter part of 
1930, it has spent for this purpose 
$2,413,254. In addition to this it has 
advanced $205,215 out of a revolving 
fund. Of these expenditures $2,300,- 
000 has come from relief bond is- 
sue, and there remains in that fund 
$2,300,000 for next year’s budget.’ 
“Your reference to $2,300,000 re- 
maining in the relief fund is not 
a correct statement as that amount 
of the bond issue will not be sold 
until the early part of 1934 and a 
fund cannot be set up until the 
proceeds are available. 
“The other statements definitely 
assert that the major part of the 
city’s relief expenditures since 1930 
have come from reliéf bond issue. 
This is not a fact as, to date, the 
greater part of city relief money 
has been expended from municipal 
revenue.

Relief Bond Issue funds were avail- 
able, the city’s expenditures, out of 
municipal revenue were as follows:

“In addition, in the spring of 
1931, the city made a supplementary 
appropriation of $125,000 to pre- 
vent the seasonal unemployment, 
thus making a grand total of $1, 
479,505.01, spent entirely out of 
municipal revenue for relief pur- 
poses. The Relief Bond Issue did 
not provide for reimbursing mu- 
nicipal revenue for this amount. 

“It was to this heavy drain on 
municipal revenue that the munici- 
pal deficit of $96,842.44 in 1931; 
$651,799.37 in 19382 and $1,379,529.06 
in 1933 can be largely attributed.”

WALLACE LEVIES 
PROCESSING TAX 


Raise Prices. 


By the Assccieted Press. 
WASHINGTON, 


intended to put corn and hog pro- 


raising farm prices. The plan ts 
announced by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace. 

It involves payment of as much 
as $350,000,000 to farmers, and pur- 
chase and distribution of 400,000,- 
000 pounds of pork to the needy, in 
addition to the 100,000,000 bought 
recently. 

A swine processing tax, starting 
Nov 5 at 50 cents a hundred pounds 
and increasing to $2 by Feb. 1, is 
expected to raise $348,000,000 in two 
years, with a processing tax of 30 
cents a bushel on corn producing 
from $60,000,000 to $70,000,000. 
Corn growers will receive an ad- 
ditional $40,000,000 from a fund pro- 
vided in the National Recovery 
Act. 

The hog tax will increase grad- 
ually until Feb. 1, after which it 
will be $2 a hundred or 2 cents 4 
pound, live weight. 

May Put Tax on Cattle. 
Another part of the program, 
still undecided, may involve a 
processing tax on cattle to finance 
the purchase of surplus animals 
and their distribution as food to 
the needy. 

Cattle men will determine this 
policy, Wallace said, adding that he 
would confer with them soon. 
The processing tax on swine, op- 
posed by representatives of the 
meat packing industry, is expected 
to raise $164,000,000 for the year be- 
ginning Nov. 5 and $184,000,000 dur- 
ing the second year. 

Division of Funds. 
From $40,000,000 to $45,000,000 of 
the hog tax receipts will be used to 
buy swine for distribution to the 
needy. About an equal amount will 
be spent by the Emergency Relief 
Administration on a basis calling 
for dollar-matching. 
About 400,000,000 pounds of hogs 
will be distributed as food with the 
$80,000,000 to $90,000,000 thus made 
available by the Farm and Relief 
Administrations. 
Receipts from the processing 
taxes on hogs and corn, the trans- 
fer from the NRA fund and the 
amount which the Relief Admin- 
istration will spend will be distrib- 
uted in this way: 
$40,000,000 to meet the cost of the 
recent hog-buying program. 
$80,000,000 to $90,000.00 to buy 
swine for distribution to the needy. 
$15,000,000 as rentals to farmers 
a leaving part of their corn land 

e. 
$200,000,000 as benefits to hog 
growers for curtailing output. 
Campaigns to obtain contracts 
from farmers to curtail their corn 
and hog output will be started with- 
in a few weeks, The campaign will 
center in Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, 
Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, 
South Dakota, Minnesota and Wis- 
consin. 

These produce the largest portion 
of the two producers, but farmers 
in other states, who desire to join 
the program will be eligible. Coun- 
try corn-hog production associa- 
tions will be formed. 

In the case of hogs, Wallace will 
determine the nation’s needs and 
then prepare allotments by coun- 
ties, which will be divided into 
farmer allotments by the county 
associations. 

Payment of Benefits. 
Benefits will be paid corn farm- 
ers in the form of a rental of 30 
cents a bushel on the preceding 
three-year average production per 
acre of the contracted acreage, pro- 
viding the grower agrees to reduce 
his acreage not less than 20 per 
cent of the average acreage grown 
during the last three years. This 
provision will apply to the crop 
planted and harvested next year. A 
similar plan, varying if the supply 
situation is changed, will be em- 
ployed in 1935. 

Adjustment payments of $5 a 
head will be paid hog farmers on 
75 per cent of the average number 
of hogs farrowed on the farms of 
contracting producers and sold by

AUDITORS’ REPORT 
ASSAILS ‘ONE-MAN’

he was my guardian. I just did 
whatever he said for me to do and 
thought it was all right.” 


One of Sad Features. 


“This is the case in so many dif- 
ferent instances,” the report says. 
“One of the sad features of it is 
that the many customers and_bor- 
rowers seemed to know so little in 
regard to and about their business. 
Many seemed to know very little 
about when they borrowed money 
at the bank, when or how certain 
obligations were paid, or how much 
they now owe.” 

Customers of the bank have told 
of signing notes to renew loans, 
trusting Arnett to destroy the old 
notes, and of entrusting funds to 
Arnett to invest or to apply on 
loans, without ever ascertaining 
what use was made of the funds. 
The auditors reported they found

te the bank’s assets duplicate notes 
aggregating $14,269. 

“We have yet to see a more out- 
standing example of abuse of con- 
idence than there appears to have 
been in this bank,” the report con- 
tinues. “Not only was the confi- 
dence of the depositors abused. 
when heavy losses were concealed, 
false financial statements published 
and dividends paid when they 
should not have been, but also the 
confidence of customers who had 
made investments through the bank 
was abused and betrayed. The 
cashier of the bank seemed to lose 
sight of the fact that the bank was 
a public institution, and that the 
business of the bank was largely 
the business of the depositors and 
customers of the bank.” 

The report goes into the method 
by which dividends were paid long 
after the bank’s peration ceased 
to be profitable. For many years 
dividends were at the rate of 40 
per cent on the bank’s capital 
stock of $25,000. This amounted to 
$10,000 in dividends annually. In 
1932 the bank paid a dividend of

as much as $800 a share. 
valueless. 

“It appears,” the report 
“that a considerable part of the so- 
called earnings of this bank, out of 
which dividends were paid, was rep- 
resented by worthless notes taken 
for interest and credited up as earn- 
ings. And the earnings of the bank 
which were reported were the earn- 
ings without charging off losses 
which were accruing in large 
amounts.” 

Notes Credited as Earnings. 

The day before the bank paid a 
quarterly dividend of $2500 on Feb- 
ruary 15, 1931, it credited as earn- 
ings $1906, represented by the notes 
of ‘five persons, according to the 
audit. Two days before-a similar 
dividend was paid on Feb. 15, 1932, 
notes of $3150 given by seven per- 
sons were c-:edited as earnings.

SCHEDULE OF FEES 
FOR DOCTORS INDORSED 


Medical Society Approves 
Standardization of Charges to 
Combat Contract Practice. 


A fee schedule and code of prac- 
tice designed to check contract 
practice has been indorsed by the 
St. Louis Medical Society. It op- 
poses also extension of free serv- 
ice to anyone not proved indigent. 

Office visits range from $2 to $5 
in the fee table while visits by a 
doctor to a home range from $3 to 


| $5. No minimum is fixed for ma- 


jor operations and the table pro- 
vides that a suggested maximum of 
$5000 for an operation may be in- 
creased in extraordinary cases re- 
quiring unusual! attention. 

The fees may be diminished if 
the physician believes the patient 
cannot afford the regular fees “but 
diminishing fees except for mio- 
tives of charity and benevolence is 
a violation of this regulation.” 

Consultation fees range from $10 
to $20, although the maximum may 
be exceeded. Examination fees run 
from $5 to $256 “and up.” 

The medical society, which adopt- 
ed the schedule at an exécutiveé 
meeting, created also a board of 
three members known as the Code 
and Contract Board and empowered 
to investigate contracts under 
which any member of the society 
extends his services. 
may be meted a member who de- 
clines to give information te tha 
board. 

It is headed by Dr. John C. Mor- 
fit and includes also Dr. George H. 
Mathae and Dr. Thomas C. Wim- 
ber. 

Acceptance of compensation in- 
adequate to assure good medical 
service, interference with “reason- 
able competition” and prevention of 
a patient’s free choice of a phy- 
sician, are named in the code as un- 
ethical practices. A member who 
persists in practices defined as un- 
ethical may be tried by the society 
and expelled upon conviction. 

Discussion preliminary to the 
adoption of the code brought out 
complaints that contract practice 
affords unfair competition with 
practitioners who are ad on a 
fee basis. Many organizations and 
groups, it was pointed out, have 
contracts with physi¢ians through 
which medical and surgical ser- 
vices are given at a fixed yearly 
rate, often deducted from the pay 
of members of the group. 

Ineluded in the new regulations 
is a provision that physieians on 
hospital staffs shall charge the 
usual feés to patients who seek 
free treatment but are able to pay. 

It is suggested also that society 
members present their bills at the 
expiration of attendance upon a pa- 
tient and seek monthly settlements. 

The Code and Contract is 
directed to furnish an approved list 
of institutions with the /obligation 
not to approve institutions having 
contracts’ counter to the spirit of 
the regulations or disposing of staff 
services in a manner not indorsed

Views of Governors. 

Paul Good, Attorney-General of 
Nebraska, said he thought. the 
embargo violated the United States 
Constitution. 

Floyd B. Olson of Minnesota said 
he did not know whether he had 
authority to declare an embargo 
but said he would not proclaim one 
as he questioned its effectiveness. 

Gov. Tom Berry of South Dakota 
expressed sympathy with any plan 
to increase wheat prices but said 
he would not issue an embargo on 
wheat shipments. He said he be- 
lieved he lacked authority. 

Gov. Clyde L. Herring of Iowa 
said he had no intention of issuing 
a prohibitory order, while Gov. C. 
W. Bryan of Nebraska declined to 
comment. 

Message to Governors. 

Langer’s message to the Gover- 
nors said: “May I not urge you to 
join me in declaring an ambargo on 
spring wheat? As you know, the 
prices are so much below the cost 
of production that the farmers sim- 
ply cannot exist. I believe we would 
be rendering a patriotic service to 
the Government and to the Presi- 
dent by uniting solidly in the North- 
west and preventing any shipments 
of spring wheat until the prices 
have risen sufficiently so that the 
farmers can safely embark upon 
the program of buying from the 
merchants who are living up to the 
provisions of the National Recov- 
ery Act. May I not urge you to 
give this matter your very serious 
consideration because I know that 
action on your part in joining us 
will be mightily appreciated by the 
people of North Dakota?” 

Langer said the fact that wheat 
purchasing for relief purposes by 
the Federal Government was start- 
ed yesterday would not affect his 
plans, but thought it would tend to 
raise prices. 

A Washington dispatch said the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
had no jurisdiction in deciding 
whether a railroad might refuse to 
accept wheat shipments due to the 
embargo, and asserted-this was an 
issue for the courts.

GRATE GT TEACHERS EMBEZZLER ACCES 
UIT OFFMALS 


DEMAND THEIR PAY 


Threaten to Quit, Telling Board 
They Gan’t Go on Any 
~ Longer Without Money. 


School teachers of Granite City, 
who have not been paid so far this 
term, and who have received dur- 
ing the past two years only half 
their salaries in cash, presented a 
petition to the Board of Education 
last night, setting out that they had 
reached a point where they could 
not go on without money. 

Wensel Brown, school principal 
who acted as spokesman for the 
100 teachers in the city schools, said 
they had no intention of- quitting 
immediately, but had used the pe- 
tition as a vehicle of bringing their 


plight to the attention of the board. 

Teachers are being harassed by 
their creditors, he said, and can 
give them no assurance of when 
they will be able to meet their obli- 
gations. The petition declared the 
teachers “must know something 
definite to tell our creditors, or we 
do not feel that we can continue 
working.” It was signed by most 
of the teachers. 

Members of the board could give 
them’ no promise that funds would 
be available for salaries, but the 
chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee said steps would be taken to re- 
establish the credit of the school 
district, and that they might be 
paid within a few weeks. 

To do that it will be necessary, 
he said, to repay a $20,000 bank 
loan, and to issue $193,000 in re- 
funding bonds to take up that 
amount of school orders which have 
been issued during the past sever- 
al years. 

Teachers have received such or- 
ders for about half of their salaries 
in the past two years, and in some 
cases have been able to find mer- 
chants who would accept them for 
‘purchases. The orders bear inter- 
est at 6 per cent, but cannot be 
cashed because the school district 
has no funds. 

A resolution approving the re- 
funding bond proposal was ap- 
proved at last night’s meeting. The 
district has outstanding about 
$335,000 in bonds on which interest 
is being paid, but they are quated 
at a substantial discount. The re- 
funding bonds may not be placed 
on the market, but may be offered 
to holders of school orders in ex- 
change for those.

Keller of Crawford County and oth- 
er officers all testified the confes- 
sions were obtained without vio- 
lence.

Weldam identified Shel- 
by and Allen as the men who wired 
his hands and feet together and 
dragged him about the Schrader 
home, tied him o a chair and beat 
him. 

The defendants, Weldam tesii- 
fied, wanted money and did not 
believe his statement that there 
was no money in the hguse, but 
that it was in a bank. He said tne 
defendants stepped on his throat 
and beat him with a revolver. 

Miss Schrader’s Testimony. 

Miss Schrader testified her moth- 
er, uncle and herself were beaten 
and*that she was criminally as- 
saulted by Shelby and Allen. Her 
mother and uncle, Miss Schrader 
testified, were milking when the 
invaders arrived. All were bound. 
she said, and dragged into the 
house. Her mother, she said, had 
helped with the family washing 
and was “awfully feeble.”

drawal. 

In a speech last night in which 
he charged that Germany was 
“jeopardizing if not wrecking” the 
cause of disarmament, Sir John re- 
peatedly referred to what he 
termed Von Neurath’s statement 
that he (Simon) was “spreading 
untruthful statements” about the 
German Foreign Minister and 
“false views” of Germany’s “arma- 
ment demands. 


Calls Davis to Witness. 


At one point in his address, Sir 
John said he was ready to “pub- 
lish records and documents” to 
hsow that he was right. 

Later, he declared that he had 
refreshed his memory by looking 
up the documents and found that 
show that he was right. 

He even called on Norman UH. 
Davis, head of the American dele- 
gation at Geneva, as a.witness that 
he was telling the truth and that 
Von Neurath was accusing him un- 
justly. 

The speech received great promi- 
nence in morning newspapers, but 
there was a tendency to comment 
less on the personal clash and the 
veracity of the statesmen—which 
one paper called “their affair’— 
than on the British peace advo- 
cate’s statement that “recent events 
in Europe unquestionably have in- 
creased the feeling of nervousness 
and positive alarm which is the 
real reason why heavily armed 
states hesitated to weaken their 
forces.” 

What Simon Said. 

Sir John described as “a very ab- 
surd suggestion” the assertion that 
Germany decided to quit because of 
a speech he made in Geneva Satur- 
day; In that address he told the 
Conference Steering Committee 
that “the time had passed for gioss- 
ing over difficulties by vague and 
optimistic phrases,” and declared 
that “a system of agreed disarma- 
ment promptly entered into and 
loyally carried out, would be of the 
greatest value to the world.” 

He insisted then also that “noth- 
ing is gained by interminable. dis- 
cussions which do not face the es- 
sential matters on which differ- 
ences may still exist.” 

“There is more anxiety in En- 
gland about the international sit- 
uation than for many years past,” 
Sir John said, “and on the Conti- 
nent the feeling is more acute— 
everybody knows why.” 

Regarding his report Saturday 
on the progress of the negotiations, 
the Foreign Secretary said he used 
“language which no fair-minded 
person could regard as provoca- 
tive.” 

He added: “I regretted very much 
that the German Foreign Minis- 
ter, Baron von Neurath, was not 


there to take part.” 


Again mentioning Von Neurath 
at the end of his speech, Sir John

He denied that he suggested in 
the Geneva speech that an agree- 
ment had been reached, and added: 
“But I most emphatically say that 
the question which seemed likely to 
give the most trouble was not a 
proposal for successive periods (of 
disarmament) but the question of 
whether Germany should have from 
the beginning what were called 
‘samples’ of types of weapons now 
prohibited her. I had asked to be 
informed by the German Govern- 
ment exactly what they meant by 
samples. I had reminded her For- 
eign Minister that we had been 
promised this information. We 
were not the only government wait- 
ing for it. What happened? 

“When at length the German 
claim’ was formally restated there 
cannot be the least doubt that in- 
stead of defining what was meant 
by ‘samples’ the claim was for a 
substantial rearmament from _ the 
very beginning.” 

Throws Blame on Germany. 


He said he regretted to see Von 
Neurath “accusing me of takin 
false view” and maintained tHat 
“there is not the lightest doubt in 
the mind of any of us who have. 
been so closely in touch with these 
discussions on behalf of this coun- 
try as I have that the attitude tak- 
en by the German Government at 
the last moment rvepresented a 
further widening of the breach and 
all the hard work which had been 
put into recent conversations by all 
of us with mutual good-will was 
jeopardized, if not wrecked, by this 
new attitude.” 


As for his Geneva speech, he 
said: “It is enough to say that the 
distinguished representative of the 
United States who spoke after me 
not only confirmed my account of 
the conversation byt indorsed and 
supported what I said in every way. 

“And Mr. Norman H. Davis added 
that he was the better able to give 
his support because as a result of 
frequent and exhaustive conversa- 
tions we had together we came to 
the common conclusion which the 
statement expressed.”

URGES PROTECTION 
FOR FREE PRESS 


Chicago Publisher Says No 
Men Ever Had Greater 
Duty Than Editors of 
America Téday. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 18.—Col. Robert 
R. McCormick, publisher of the Chi- 
cago Tribune, told the Inland Daily 
Press Association today that “no 
men ever have had a greater duty 
imposed upon them than that of 
the newspaper men of America to- 
day, to protect the freedom of the 
press in the interest of all the peo- 
ple and for all time.” 

Col. McCormick reviewed the his- 
tory of newspaper publishing from 
the time of Charles VII, when the 
first printing press was introduced 
into England.

Publishers for Freedom. 
A resolution indorsing provisions 
of the newspaper code effecting 
freedom of the press and labor, as 
submitted to the National Recovery 
Administration by publishers’ or- 
ganizations, and urging their ac- 
ceptance by administration officials, 
was adopted by the press associa- 
tion yesterday. 
The provisions are embodied in 
section®>11 and 14 of the submitted 
code. Section 11 asserts newspa- 
pers will not be subject to limita- 
tions of freedom of the press under 
the code and section 14 limits col- 
lective bargaining to employers and 
employes, without intrusion of a 
third party. 
Efforts of reformers to put the 
newsboy in the same category as 
the child employe of the sweat shop 
was called absurd by Howard W. 
Stodghill, circulation manager of 
the Louisville (Ky.) Courier-Jour- 
nal, at a meeting of the Central 
States Circulation Managers’ As- 
sociation. 
Valuable training and necessary 
support for improverished homes 
were given by Stodghill as two rea- 
sons why boys should not be inter- 
fered with in their newspaper 
carrying work. 
Stodghill said he made a survey 
which showed that there are 588,- 
387 newspaper boys in the United 
States. Of these, he said, 414,503 
deliver papers to a, list of regular 
subscribers, while the remainder 
sell papers on the street. The av- 
erage hours for the first group he 
gave as 58 minutes a day, with a 
weekly income of about $3. The av- 
erage newsboy on the street, he 
said, worked two hours and 14 
minutes a day and earned $4.28 
cents a week.

CITY'S ASSETS RISE 
51,394,784 IN YEAR 


Comptroller's Report Shows 
Total of $265,537,000; 
$16,000,000 in Cash. 


The city government of St. Louis 
is a $265,537,386 business, as shown 
by the balance sheet in Comptrol- 
ler Noite’s annual report, published 
today. The report lists the city’s 


assets in this amount, as of April 


10, when the fiscal year ended—an 
increase of $1,394,784 in a year. As- 


sets exceed liabilities by $162,589,- 
918, the liabilities being $103,147,- 
468. 

Principal Items of the assets are: 
Real estate and improvements 
owned by the city, $232,938,168; 
cash, $16,007,653; delinquent gener- 
al and special taxes, $9,602,382; 
sinking fund investments, $2,647,000. 
The principal liability is $79,792,000 
in bonds outstanding. The statu- 
tory borrowing margin for further 
bond issuance is $63,358,330. 

Nolte gave the exact figure for 

the deficit at the end of the fiscal 
year as $1,379,529. It had been re- 
ported previously as about $1,275,- 
000. The deficit a year previously 
had been $651,799. Nolte said the 
increase in the overdraft was

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HE Supreme Court deserves the 

greatest commendation for its mas- 
terful opinion and decision in the Rich- 
ards case. 

There is no mistake as to what the 
decision means and the effect it will 
have upon a certain class of lawyers who 
have a foolish impression that they are 
above the law and exempt from disbar- 
ment proceedings for unethical conduct. 

The bar associations of this State can 
now go forward with the assurance that 
the Missouri Supreme Court has decreed 
that the inherent power to regulate the 
practice of law in this State is vested in 
the courts, independent of any statutory 
Provision. This will have a salutary ef- 
fect upon the profession. 

The past uncertainty of the courts, and 
legai technicalities making disbarment of 
unscrupulous men _ difficult, have now 
been brushed aside by a comprehensive 
opinion which no lawyer can fail to un- 
derstand and from which the community 
as a whole will benefit.

OUR editorial on Manchester road 
and Highway No. 66 shows a splen- 
did impartial stand on the question. 

We agree that new No. 66 road should 
be used and that it has its advantages 
over Manchester road.

Mr. Ford and NRA. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


T seems you cannot see the forest for 

the trees. The primary purpose of 
NRA is not to decorate windows with pic- 
tures of a freakish ornithological speci- 
men, but to provide additional jobs by 
shortening working hours, and to _ in- 
crease wages. 

To condemn Henry Ford for failing 
to put his business under the scrutiny 
of a horde of wage-cutting competitors 
is on a par with condemning an honest 
man for not joining the church, while 
applauding the swindlers and hypocrites 
inside the church. 

As to hours and wages, Ford has always 
led his competitors. At times, he has 
paid 50 to 60 cents an hour, while some 
others in that line of business were pay- 
ing 18 to 20 cents. He led in reducing 
the work day fr6m 10 hours to eight; 
in establishing a $5 minimum when 
others were paying $2 or less; in estab- 
lishing the 40-hour week eight years ago. 
All without benefit of NRA! If others 
had followed his lead, NRA would never 
have been heard of. 

So far as‘Section 7 is concerned, he is 
probably the only big industrialist who 
is not playing the hypocrite. His “pa- 
triotic” competitors (the 20-cents-an-hour 
fellows), after being persuaded away 
from sweat-shop wages by NRA, put up 
the Blue Eagle and immediately began 
cheating on Section 7. 

The attempt to boycott the one big 
operator who has practiced the princi-

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AN ADMIRABLE DOCUMENT.

ble document. It gathers together the needs of the 
State with regard to relief, re-employment, revenue, 
insurance reform, banking and liquor control and 
forms them into a comprehensive and enlightened 
program. There is nothing in the message except 
matters urgently in need of action. It is purely and 
simply an emergency program. 

It was, of course, a matter of routine that the Gov- 
ernor should anticipate the imminent repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment by asking the Legislature to 
repeal the McCawley bone dry law and to substitute 
for it a liquor contro] system, with appropriate taxes 
for support of the State Government. Repeal will be 
a fact early in December, and the Legislature has a 
month and a half to make it applicable in Missouri. 
Of especial interest in the message is ‘the Gover- 
nor’s grasp of the State’s rights and opportunities 
under the public works section of NIRA, and of the 
important bearing on the relief question that full 
participation in the national public works program 
implies. Calling attention to the appalling and ever- 
mounting cost of feeding, clothing and housing the 
unemployed, the Governor points out that “every 
head of a family given a job at a living wage means 
a family off the relief roll; a self-respecting member 
of society restored; a useful citizen enfranchised.” 
Public works means ré-employment. The Governor’s 
objective is for Missouri to obtain its full share of 
the $3,300,000,000 Federal public works fund, or be- 
tween $60,000,000 and $80,000,000. : That would take 
thousands off the relief roll. 
The Governor places upon the Legislature the sol- 
emn responsibility of carrying out his program. “It 
is my province to recommend,” he says, “and yours 
to act.” And he adds significantly: “No Legislature 
that ever assembled in this State has had greater re- 
sponsibilities or more serjous problems.” We trust 
the Legislature will meet them as the Governor has. 
Let it adjourn politics and partisanship, as he has. 
Let it do its work carefully, but swiftly, so that at 
least by Christmas the State will be able to say that, 
in so far as it is able to help recovery, it has done so. 
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THE UNEMPLOYED FIGHT MALARIA. 
Among the many constructive relief and work-pro- 
viding projects on which the Government has em- 
barked, public health is not to he overlooked, ac: 
cording to an announcement by Harry L. Hopkins, 
Emergency Relief Administrator. Men on the work- 
relief rolls in the South, it is planned, soon will be 
employed fighting malaria by eradicating the breed- 
ing places of disease-carrying mosquitoes. Malaria 
is still a major health problem in Southern rural dis- 
tricts, where public health facilities are of the poor- 
est and where much destitution exists. By draining 
swamps and spraying pools with oil or Paris green, 
the insects can be destroyed. It is this work the 
men will do, under the direction of trained workers. 
Thus another instance is given of how relief funds 
may be disbursed without the stigma of the dole, and 
the beneficiaries will give service to their communi- 
ties in return for the allowances. 
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A PUBLISHER SEES THINGS. 
The secretary of the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association, E. H. Harriss, of Richmond, Ind., 
thinks free government is endangered and freedom of 
the press impériled under the NRA. He bases this 
judgment on the administration’s rejection of two sec- 
tions embodied in the code which a committee of 24 
publishers unanimously agreed were indispensable. 
One of the sections puts the publishers on record 
as refusing to accept any restriction, now or here- 
after, on the constitutional guarantee of freedom of 
the press. The paragraph seems to us a superfluous’ 
declaration of independence. Its inclusion in the 
agreement adds nothing, its omission takes nothing 
away. . The publishers cannot surrender a constitu- 
tional guarantee. The Constitution is not amended 
that way. 
The second section is highly objectionable. It de- 
mands a special privilege for the publishing business, 
namely, that the right of qollective bargaining shall 
not be extended .o newspaper workers. Now, it may 
be that the lot of a newspaper worker, unlike that of 
the comic-opera policeman, is really a happy one. It 
may be that he is as well paid as Mr. Harriss says 
he is and that his hours of labor are far from ardu- 
ous. We shall join with Mr. Harriss in asserting, 
unqualifiedly, that he is. But if the right of labor 
to bargain collectively is promulgated by the law, as 
it has been, and if experience has concluded that it- 
is a just practice and sound public policy, and if it is 
a good thing for every other business, as the press 
explicitly or implicitly holds,’ then how is it that it 
suddenly becomes a frightful monster the minute it 
enters a newspaper office? 
We venture the opinion, expressed in other news- 
papers, that the American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociation has done the press a grave disservice in the 
code negotiations. These negotiators have in effect 
declared they are not as other men. They want a 
special dispensation. Their holier-than-thou attitude 
is humiliating to self-respecting newspaper publish: 
ers and workers who accept the fact that the country 
is at grips with a crisis in which every man who is 
worth his salt is doing his level best, seeking no 
favor, asking ne immunity, and resents being placed 
in such a wretched, importunate position.

New York City is a chapter in a story 

which began eight years ago. John F. 
Hylan had been Mayor for two terms. In 
his policy, he represented the views of Mr. 
Hearst, and in the disposal of patronage, he 
represented the Tammany organization. 
Gov. Smith was then very near the peak of 
his popularity and his power, and he as- 
sumed the leadership of the movement 
among his own supporters to break up the 
Hearst-Hylan-Tammany control of the Dem- 
ocratic party in New York City by denying 
Mayor Hylan another nomination. 

The battle was fought in the primaries. It 
was a drawn battle. The district leaders 
consented to drop Mayor Hylan, provided 
they could name his successor. Gov. Smith 
had to submit to their terms. The man they 
named was James J. Walker. 

This was the beginning of a new period 
in the history of Tammany; a period which 
is most accurately described as one of dom- 
ination not by a boss, like Croker or Mur- 
phy, but by a junta of district leaders. It 
was the district leaders who named Walker 
in 1925. In 1929, after Gov. Smith’s defeat 
in the national election, they seized control 
of the New York City Democracy, and elect- 
ed one of themselves, John F. Curry, the 
leader of Tammany Hall. 

Thus the junta of Democratic leaders be- 
came supreme in local affairs. Mayor 
Walker was its creature. The Al Smith Dem- 
ocrats were ousted from the inner councils 
of the Democratic party, and the junta pro- 
ceeded to govern New York for the profit 
of the district leaders and their henchmen. 
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They had no doubt that they were invin- 
cible. They certainly appeared to be. For 
nobody within the Democratic party dared 
tc challenge them.

‘Is this all right with you, 
George?” he asked, “1,005,000 tons 
for the beet people?” 

Utah and Colorado beet growers 
had demanded 1,700,000 tons ard 
were enraged at being cut to the 
lower figure. But the ex-Governor 
of Utah answered: “Yes.” 

“And that holds good for the rest 
of the list?” the President contin- 
ued, hoping to rush his Secretary 
of War into complete agreement. 

“Wait a minute, Mr. President,” 
interposed Dern, “I’m here as Sec- 
retary of War representing the 
Philippine Islands, and I must pro- 
test against their quota.”

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ADDRESS ON RUSS 
‘BY RAYMOKD ROBIN 


Recent Visitor to That Coun- 
try Tells of Achievements 
of Soviet. 


Raymond Robins, Chicago social 
worker, and wartime representacive 
of the Red Cross in Russia, spoke 
last night in Soldan High School, 
under the auspices of the Wash- 
ington University Association, on 
present conditions in Soviet Rus- 
sia. He visited that country in 
April. 

“Soviet Russia,” he said, “is the 
aldest government in the world, 
that is, the only one which‘ has not 
changed its ferm or its responsi- 
ble rulers in the last 15 years. ‘It 
is one of the most stable of govern- 
ments. 

“We hear much talk of recogniz- 

ing Russia. In so far as the pres- 
ent Government has proved its 
stability and its ability to enforce 
compliance with any agreements it 
may make, Soviet Russia might be 
said to have the physical right to 
recognition. Each nation must de- 
cide for itself whether this is suf- 
ficient ground for recognition. I[t is 
difficult for the rest of the world to 
ignore 160,000,000 who have sacri- 
ficed so much to establish the ideal 
of a state based on planned econ- 
omy. 
“The Soviet Government has in- 
dustrialized and mechanized agri- 
culture to an extent never before 
attempted in any country. It has 
aroused and maintained the en- 
thusiasm of the people for con- 
structive work in a country of 160,- 
000,000. population in which there 
are 149 languages and dialects and 
has created a national spirit, while 
permitting component states to re- 
tain their own languages.” 

Robins said the Soviet Govern- 
ment had changed the modes of 
thought of the Russian people, had 
greatly reduced illiteracy, and had 
destroyed superstition.

Pro Juventute Stamps. 

HE Pro Juventute stamps from 

Switzerland is one_ set 

stamps which collectors look 
forward to all the time. It is an 
annual series issued around Dec. 1. 
|The first set came out in 1915 and 
were justly renowned for beauty of 
design and execution. 

Although this year’s set is limited 
to four values, it is a worthy suc- 
cessor to its predecessors. The de- 
signs, colors and values are as fol- 
lows: On the 5c green, a native gir] 
from the canton of Vaud is por- 
trayed; on the 10c, violet, is a girl 
from the canton of Berne; upon 
the 20c, red, is portrayed a native 
girl of the canton of Tessin. These 
girls are all in native costume 
against a characteristic background. 
The fourth stamp in the series is 
30c, blue, and bears a portrait of 
Father Gregory Girard, famous ed- 
ucator who died in 1850. The three 
cantons represented, typify French, 
German and Italian Switzerland re- 
spectively. The designs are the 
work of Jules Courvoisier of Ge- 
neva. 


French Commemoratives. 

A portrait of the late President 
Doumer will be printed soon on a 
75c stamp. At the same time there 
will be issued a Victor Hugo stamp 
with a face value of 1fr.25. This is 
the commemorative which the Post- 


al Administration has been promis- 
ing to issue for a number of years. 
There will also be issued a 30c ad- 
hesive honoring Aristide Briand.

ININI—New values of ifr. 25, 
brown and green, and lfr. 75, red 
and brown, have been overprinted 
“Territorie de L’Inini” in a single 
line. Scotts Type A18 of French 
Guiana has been used for the de- 
sign. 

ITALY—A new charity stamp will 
appear on Déc. 24. It will be for 
the National Mother and Child 
Movement. The design will portray 
a mother holding a child in her 
arms and the value will be 50c plus 
10c. 
LUXEMBURG—The charity se- 
ries of this year, likt the Ermisinde 
set of last year, has a medieval in- 
spiration portraying Count Henry 
the Eighth, who ruled over this sec- 
tion from 1288 to 1309. 

MADAGASCAR—Two new values 
have been added to the current set 
here. They are lfr.72, blue and 
brown in the Type Al2 and a Ifr. 
72, brown and red in the Type A10. 

MALTA—The CA watermark will 
be abandoned and a complete new 
set of stamps including an airmail 
set is in preparation and will be 
issued soon. 

MAURITANIA—Two new values, 
both in Types A4, have been issued 
here as follows: ifr, 25, blue and 
brown, lfr. 75, gréen and red. 

MARTINIQUE—New values of 
Ifr.25, purple and lfr.75, dark green 
have been issued, both of Type A21. 

MEXICO—The overprint “Servi- 
cio Official” in two lines has been 
put on the ic, grey-brown. of the 
1925 semi-postal series.
